We  are  not  now  speaking  of  the  problem  of  the 
empty  church,  for  many  churches  with  a  positively 
Chrlst-less  pulpit  are  only  too  well  filled.  There 
will  always  be  people  who  are  glad  to  suport  a 
ministry  which  causes  them  no  discomfort,  while 
securing  to  them  a  measure  of  social  approval. 
And  many  a  minister  who  has  little.  If  any,  avowed 
purpose  of  bringing  men  to  Christ  Is  full  of  keen¬ 
ness  to  bring  them  to  church.  It  should  not  be 
necessary— but  It  is— to  state  as  plainly  as  possi¬ 
ble  that  to  get  a  man  into  membership  of  the 
church  without  first  securing  his  allegiance  to 
Jesus  Christ  is  to  make  his  last  state  worse  than 
his  first  Foi*  when  such  an  one  is  prevailed  upon 
to  observe  one  of  the  most  Important  outward  signs 
of  an  Inward  grace  without  being  a  possessor  of 
the  grace,  his  heart  is  almost  unalterably  hardened 
against  subsequent  entrance  of  the  Word  of  God. 
He  has  a  form  of  godliness  but  denies  Its  power- 
even  though,  as  often  happens,  he  attains  to  offioe 
and  authority  In  the  church'  Of  such  are  the 
most  stubborn  opponents  of  all  true  spiritual  work. 
Many  a  minister,  against  whose  zeal  no  possible 
charge  could  be  made,  is  simply  making  his 
church  a  mere  collection  of  unsaved  people.  In¬ 
stead  of  a  living  fellowship  of  the  redeemed.  From 
the  statistical  point  of  view,  bis  work  leaves 
nothing  to  be  desired  From  the  soul-winning  and 
spiritual — which  Is  the  only  point  of  view  worthy 
of  consideration— his  success  Is  nothing  more  than 
pitifully  disguised  failure.

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off.  Thus  the  community  was  to  be  forever  freed 
of  further  danger  of  "all  entangling  alliances" 
with  the  Baptist  Boards.  The  people  were  as¬ 
sured  they  would  have  a  long  rest  from  the  pesti¬ 
ferous  visitation  of  representatives  of  Boards. 

Well,  the  Board  man  and  the  pastor  started  their 
meeting  and  continued  throughout  six  days.  They 
had  preaching  twice  dally.  They  sought  to  be 
discreet  and  sympathetic  with  the  people  and  to 
be  in  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord. 

At  the  end  of  the  six  days,  practically  all  of  the 
opposition  on  the  part  of  the  church  members 
had  been  broken  down.  As  usual,  there  was  one 
strong  leader  who  had  worked  up  all  this  furor 
against  co-operative  contact  with  the  brother¬ 
hood.  Our  Enlistment  worker  chanced  to  meet 
this  leader  In  the  home  of  one  of  the  members. 
He  treated  the  man  kindly  and  won  his  confidence. 
He  invited  him  to  church  and  he  came. 

The  opposition  of  this  leader  was  completely 
broken  down.  He  became  an  active  helper  to  the 
Board  man  and  the  pastor.  He  appointed  himself 
as  a  keeper  of  the  peace  to  the  close  of  the  meet¬ 
ings.  He  served  effectively  In  this  capacity.  As 
a  final  proof  of  his  sincerity,  when  the  Board  man 
was  leaving  this  leader  Invited  him  to  come  back 
for  another  meeting  next  summer  and  asked  the 
privilege  of  entertaining  him  in  his  home.  He 
sought  to  make  an  arrangement  by  which  It  would 
be  possible  for  the  Enlistment  man  to  visit  them 
monthly. 

Souls  were  saved.  The  church  was  revived,  and 
it  was  aroused  as  to  the  necessity  of  becoming 
more  active  and  forceful  In  the  service  of  Christ. 

The  Enlistment  worker  has  accepted  the  urgent 
Invitation  to  go  again  next  year  to  this  church. 
He  closes  his  story  with  these  words:  “Surely 
the  Lord  Is  not  far  from  every  one  of  us.  He 
watches  over  His  own.  Therefore  we  have  the 
victory  over  backwardness,  and  even  over  active 
opposition.  Therefore  the  good  work  goes  on.” 

There  are  no  high  lights  In  the  story  I  have  told. 
But  there  Is  great  encouragement  In  it  for  every 
Southern  Baptist  who  understands  how  imperative 
It  Is  that  we  shall,  though  fellowship  and  sym¬ 
pathetic  aid,  patiently  manifested,  do  a  work 
which  Is  worthy  of  us  to  bring  our  brethren  In 
thousands  of  belated  communities  Into  a  larger 
fellowship  of  service. 

The  next  census,  now  in  the  taking,  Is  going  to 
show  an  alarming  relative  falling  off  of  the  rural 
population.  We  cannot  cure  the  evil  In  this  ten¬ 
dency  by  holding  up  our  hands  In  Impotent  excla¬ 
mations.  But  Southern  Baptists  have  It  In  their 
power  to  render  a  service  of  Immeasurable  potency 
towards  the  maintenance  of  a  great  rural  life  In 
the  South.

This  Is  the  story  of  a  Home  Board  Enlistment 
man.  By  rights  It  should  have  been  written  un¬ 
der  his  name,  not  mine.  But  he  Is  timid  about  It. 
Perhaps  he  fears  some  unpleasant  reaction  from 
the  locality  In  which  the  Incident  occurred.  I  am 
sure  there  will  be  none. 

One  of  the  pastors  In  a  certain  section  of  a 
Southern  State  asked  this  Enlistment  worker  to 
come  to  him  for  an  evangelistic  service.  It  has 
been  found  that  the  best  way  to  accomplish  de¬ 
velopment  results  In  many  retarded  sections  Is  to 
start  the  effort  by  way  of  a  regular  revival  meet¬ 
ing.  Once  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  gets  hold  of  the 
people  through  a  revival,  they  are  In  the  best 
possible  condition  to  receive  Instruction  concerning 
a  more  vital  teaching  program  In  church  and 
community. 

In  many  of  the  fields  to  which  the  Enlistment 
worker  goes,  he  finds  himself  known  as  “The 
Board  Man.”  It  was  so  In  the  field  about  which 
I  now  write,  and  we  may  as  well  adopt  the 
phrase  and  refer  to  him  as  "The  Board  Man."  It 
Is  true,  however,  that  the  designation  is  not  always 
intended  to  be  kindly. 

The  Board  man  found  the  community  aroused 
in  o position  to  his  coming.  The  antagonism  was 
bitter.  The  pastor  wanted  him  But,  under  the 
leadership  of  an  able  reactionary,  the  church  did* 
not  To  offset  the  proposed  Enlistment  meeting, 
the  church  had  employed  an  outside  preacher  to 
begin  a  revival  meeting,  a  week  ahead  of  the 
time  of  the  announced  opening  of  the  Enlistment 
meeting. 

Violent  threats  had  been  made  by  a  leader  of 
the  opopsltlon  against  the  Board  man.  The  Board 
man  must  be  killed  and  the  pastor  would  be  run

The  Baptists  of  the  South,  and  perhaps  others 
also,  will  be  Interested  In  knowing  that  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Bible  Institute,  New  Orleans,  Louisiana  has 
greatly  strengthened  its  excellent  faculty  of  last 
session.

H.  Crutcher  has  accepted  the  professor¬ 
ship.  giving  up  his  great  work  as  Secretary  of  the 
State  Mission  Board  of  Louisiana  to  take  up  this 
Important  task. 

A  department  of  Spanish,  French  and  Italian 
has  been  Inaugurated,  and  Dr.  R.  P.  Mahon,  (or 
14  years  an  efficient  missionary  to  Mexico,  and 
recently  the  superintendent  of  the  Baptist  Hos¬ 
pital  at  Alexandria,  La.,  has  been  secured  as  its 
head,  and  professor  of  Spanish. 

Dr.  L.  O.  F  Cotey  will  teach  French,  and  Pro¬ 
fessor  Lawrence  Zarrllll  will  teach  Italian,  conn- 
tlnuing  the  work  they  have  been  doing  In  theee 
languages. 

Professor  Maurice  G.  Beckwith  Is  a  valuable 
addition  to  our  Music  Department,  and  will  teach 
voice  and  piano. 

Miss  Hazel  Speight  will  give  leseons  on  pipe 
organ  In  our  own  elegant  chapel. 

Rev.  Bracle  Campbell,  a  Mississippi  College 
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graduate,  with  a  brilliant  career,  will  act  as  tutor, 
giving  Instruction  in  oratory  in  the  Department 
of  Evangelism. 

Miss  Mary  Cason,  assistant  to  the  president,  will 
act  as  Secretary  of  the  Correspondence  Depart¬ 
ment 

All  the  members,  of  last  year’s  faculty  expect  to 
be  on  hand  during  the  session,  namely:  Dr.  W.  E. 
Denham,  Dr.  J.  E.  Gwatkln,  Dr.  John  T.  Christian. 
Dr.  C.  C.  Carroll,  Prof.  E.  O.  Sellers  and  Mrs.  John 
O.  Gough,  Superintendent  of  Women. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  we  are  well  prepared 
to  give  superb  advantages  to  al|  preachers,  lay¬ 
men  and  women  who  desire  better  equipment  for 
their  life  work. 

Prospects  are  bright  for  next  session,  which 
opens  October  1st.

WITH  THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  BOARD 


I.  J.  Van  Ness,  Cor.  Secy. 

It  is  a  great  pleast  re  to  announce  the  inaug¬ 
uration  of  a  new  department  in  connection  with 
the  Sunday  School  Board  at  Nashville.  We  have 
been  saying  many  times  before  as  we  intro¬ 
duced  new  ventures  that  the  new  department 
would  prove  to  be  one  of  the  most  Important  of 
our  many  lines  of  effective  service.  It  I  had 
not  used  this  expression  so  often,  I  certainly 
would  prove  It  now. 

In  1918  at  the  Hot  Springs  convention  the 
statistical  work,  which  had  previously  been  done 
by  Dr.  lansing  Burrows,  was  turned  over  to 
our  Board.  The  natural  thing  was  to  employ 
Dr.  Burroughs  during  his  lifetime  to  carry  on 
this  work,  which  he  did.  When  he  died  last 
winter  I^r.  High  C.  Moore  took  it  up  and  in  con¬ 
nection  with  his  many  other  duties  compiled 
the  usual  statistics. 

Now  we  have  decided  to  enlarge  this  work. 
The  board  has  organized  a  "Department  of 
Statistics,  Burvey  and  General  Denominational 
Information"  and  has  elected  Dr.  E.  P.  All- 
dredge  ot  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  to  be  the  secretary 
In  charge.  He  has  accepted  and  is  already  on 
the  field  jat  work.  We  are  greatly  delighted  to 
have  him  with  us.  He  Is  very  much  Interested 
in  the  line  of  work  which  be  is  to  carry  on  and 
has  given  evidence  in  the  past  of  ability  along 
these  lines.  His  new  task  appeals  to  his  imagi¬ 
nation  and  arouses  hls  enthusiasm. 

We  hare  not  yet  fully  mapped  out  the  work 
of  this  department.  We  intend  to  carry  on  the 
work  of  the  past  and  to  greatly  enlarge  It.  We 
hope  to  carry  out  our  ambition  to  have  every 
Baptist  church  recorded  in  a  card  Index  with 
its  annual  history,  and  to  get  a  more  perfect 
way  of  keeping  statistics  than  through  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  Minutes. 

In  addition  we  hope  to  make  a  general  study 
of  our  Baptist  life  in  the  South.  We  shall  also 
secure  the  statistical  information  about  Baptists 
everywhere  in  the  world,  and  will  probably 
keep  on  flle  the  same  Information  about  every 
other  denomination  working  In  our  territory  or 
In  our  territory  or  in  America.  These  are  Just 
a  few  of  the  things  we  hope  to  do.  It  Is  very 
evident  that  if  we  accomplish  this  much  we  will 
add  something  of  great  value  to  our  denomina¬ 
tional  machinery.  We  hope  to  extend  our  serv¬ 
ice  into  new  lines  also. 

Our  hope  Is  that  we  may  help  our  Southern 
Baptist  people  to  accurately  know  themselves, 
their  strength  and  their  weakness,  and  at  the 
same  time  to  have  accurate  information  regard¬ 
ing  all  other  denominations,  and  of  the  needs  of 
our  fle'd,  so  that  we  may  meet  them.  Unless 
we  "know”  we  can  never  be  strong  and  wise 
people.  To  know  we  must  have  the  facts  and 
face  them.  That  Is  the  scope  of  this  new  de¬ 
partment.

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THE  DEACONSHIP. 


This  is  the  third  of  a  series  of  articles  on  the 
Deaconsbip,  the  first  dealing  with  the  nature  of 
the  Deaconship  and  the  Qualities  of  the  Deacon- 
ship,  and  the  second  dealing  with  the  Duties  of 
Deacons  and  the  Necessity  for.  an  Organization  of 
the  Deacons. 

This  article  will  present  a  suggested  outline  for 
the  proposed  organization  of  the  deacons 

V.  HOW  TO  ORGANIZE  DEACONS  FOR 
SERVICE 

1.  General  Outline. 

If  the  organization  of  deacons  is  to  have  the 
motive  power  necessary  to  accomplish  its  high  pur¬ 
pose,  it  must  be  builded  around  a  great  Ideal.  That 
ideal  must  be  to  magnify  the  name  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  Hence  the  motto  of  the  deacons’ 
organization  should  be:  "Whatsoever  ye  do,  in 
word  or  in  deed,  do  all  In  the  name  of  the  Lord 
Jesus." 

Inspired  by  such  an  ideal  and  guided  by  such  x 
motto,  the  work  of  the  deacons  would  naturally  be 
grouped  under  the  following  general  headings: 

*  Worship.  To  emphasize  the  true  meaning 
of  worship,  and  to  make  for  it  a  large  place  in  the 
life  of  the  church. 

i_2.\  Pulpit  and  Evangelism.  To  magnify  the 
preaching  of  the  Gospel  from  the  pulpit,  and  to  pro¬ 
ject  the  evangelistic  effort  of  the  church  in  every 
way  possible. 

t_3- '  Teaching  and  Training.  To  encourage  the 
study  and  teaching  of  God’s  word,  privately  and 
publicly,  and  to  provide  for  the  training  and  de¬ 
velopment  of  every  member  of  the  church  in  active 
Christian  service. 

^4.  \  The  Ordinances.  To  magnify  the  purpose 
and  place  of  the  ordinances  in  the  life  ot  the 
church,  and  to  prepare  for  their  proper  observ¬ 
ance.  . 

I_6.  Personal  Service.  To  teach  by  precept  and 
example  the  practical  side  of  the  religion  of  Jesus 
Christ,  and  lead  the  church  to  follow  His  example 
in  personal  human  service. 

6.  Stewardship.  To  stress  the  doctrine  of 
Christian  Stewardship,  and  to  lead  every  member 
of  the  church  to  freely  consecrate  his  time,  hls 
talent,  and  hls  substance,  to  the  service  of  the 
Master, 

7.  Kingdom  Progress.  To  urge  the  claims  of 
Jesus  throughout  the  whole  world,  and  lead  the 
church  to  a  full  and  hearty  cooperation  with  every 
agency  and  enterprise  of  the  denomination  look¬ 
ing  to  the  progress  of  Hls  kingdom. 

8.  Property  and  Equipment.  To  emphasize  the 
Importance  of  proper  and  adequate  buildings  and 
equipment  for  the  use  of  the  church  and  for  the 
comfort  of  the  pastor. 

2.  Selecting  Officers  and  Committees. 

In  perfecting  an  organization  that  shall  reach 
and  develop  the  eight  points  of  service  above  that 
shall  reach  and  develop  the  eight  points  of  service 
above  outlined,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  deacons 
to  elect  a  General  Chairman,  an  Assistant  Chair¬ 
man  and  a  Secretary.  The  church  clerk  and  treas- 
urer,  If  not  deacons,  should  be  ex-officio  members 
of  the  body  of  deacons.  The  pastor  by  virtue  of 
hlB  office  should  be  recognised  as  a  member  of  all 
committees  of  the  church. 

The  deacons  should  be  grouped  into  committees 
according  to  their  Individual  qualifications  for  the 
service  assigned  them,  each  committee  working 
under  direction  of  a  Committee  Chairman.  Each 
committee  chairman.  In  concultatton  with  the  gen¬ 
eral  chairman  and  the  pastor,  will  select  all  other 
members  of  the  church  not  deacons  who  may  be 
used  to  help  carry  out  the  special  line  of  work 
assigned  to  his  committee. 

The  general  chairman  and  the  pastor  will  ap¬ 
point  all  committees,  placing  on  each  committee  as 
many  deacons  as  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish 
the  work  assigned  them,  by  aid  of  such  helpers,  not 
deacons,  as  may  be  selected  to  work  with  them. 

While  the  work  of  the  deacons  would  thus  be 
departmentalized.  It  does  not  mean  that  the  In¬ 
terest  of  any  deacon  Is  to  be  restricted  to  the  spe¬ 
cial  deparment  of  service  assigned  to  him.  Neith¬ 
er  does  it  mean  that  the  same  deacon  may  not 
serve  In  more  than  one  department.  If  there 


were  only  two  or  three  deacons  of  the  church,  still 
their  work  should  be  outlined  as  above  suggested 
even  though  every  deacon  should  have  to  serve  on 
every  committee 

3.  Duties  of  Offtctrs.  , 

The  duties  ot  the  different  officers  ot  the  deacons’ 
organisation  will  be  along  the  following  lines: 

1.  General  Chairman.  (a)  To  preside  at  all 
regluar  and  special  meetings  of  the  deacons;  (b) 
in  consultation  with  the  pastorto  appottn  all  stand¬ 
ing  committees  and  special  committees  of  the 
deacons:  (c)  in  consultation  with  the  pastor  and 
each  committee  chairman,  to  select  and  appoint 
such  other  members  of  the  church  not  deacons  as 
may  be  necessary  to  help  carry  out  the  work  of 
the  various  committees;  (d)  to  receive  written  re¬ 
ports  at  stated  periods  from  all  officers  to  the 
meetings  of  the  deacons  all  matters  of  reference 
from  the  various  officers  and  committees  of  the 
deacons;  (f)  to  prepare  in  writing  and  present  to 
the  church  at  stated  periods  s  general  statement  of 
the  work  of  the  deacons,  their  officers  and  com- 
mit'.ees;  (g)  to  prepare  In  writing  and  present  to 

the  church  all  matters  of  reference  from  the  dee-  * 
cons  and  all  requests  for  Instructions  and  authority 
from  the  church. 

2.  Assistant  Chairman.  (a)  To  preside  at  all 
regular  and  special  meetings  of  the  deacons  in  the 
absence  or  at  the  request  of  the  chairman;  (b)  to 
act  as  chairman  of  the  Personal  Servloa  Commit¬ 
tee. 

3.  Secretary.  (a)  To  keep  a  full  and  correct 
record  of  all  proceedings  at  the  regular  and  special 
meetings  of  the  deacons;  (b)  to  keep  a  permanent 
file  of  all  reports  and  statements  from  the  officers 
and  committees  of  the  deacons;  (e)  to  .act  as 
"Personnel  Officer"  of  the  Personal  Service  Com¬ 
mittee.

I  reported  our  meeting  some  time 
ago.  but  I  wish  to  add  that  the  In¬ 
fluence  of  the  meeting  is  still  being 
felt  in  our  town.  At  a  meeting  for 
men  only,  Dr.  Crutcher  took  a  stand 
against  the  "red  light”  district  of 
Yaxoo  City.  The  fight  began  that 
afternoon  and  the  victory  was  won 
this  week.  The  city  government 
was  against  us.  but  as  a  result  of 
the  constant  fire  from  this  pulpit, 
the  Methodist*  pulpit  and  from  two 
of  the  local  papers,  it  yielded.  Issued 
an  order  and  the  district  is  closed. 
I  wish  to  say  for  the  sake  of  any 
Methodist  who  might  read  these 
lines  that  L.  A.  Alford,  the  Method¬ 
ist  minister  here,  is  the  most  heroic 
preacher  against  sin  that  I  have  ever 
worked  with  as  a  contemporary 
pastor. 

We  are  having  additions  by  letter 
and  baptism  every  Sunday. 

I  held  a  meeting  recently  at  Beth¬ 
lehem  church.  There  were  sixteen 
additions,  seven  for  baptism  and 
9  by  letter.  I  have  agreed  to  preach 
there  one  afternoon  eich  month 
until  a  pastor  can  be  secured.  I  have 
in  mind  a  field  of  four  good  churches 
which  will  pay  at  least  91900  to  a 
settled  man  who  will  live  In  the 
country  and  render  full  time  service 
■to  the  churches.
